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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . This application contains claim 1 drawn to an invention nonelected with traverse 
in Election/Restrictions Paper dated 12-21-04. A complete reply to the final rejection

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 1 

3. Claims 2-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by 
Bellin et al. (USP 5550460). Bellin (see figure 5) teaches a device that accepts AC (S) 
and provides a DC voltage (U2), provides a plurality of output voltage also in figure 5, a 
voltage regulator that boosts the voltage, (see figure 4) a current sensor/galvanometry 
unit (436), a microprocessor (334), that controls the voltage regulator and receives 
current sensed output signals, a memory circuit with data base (408), keyboard (322), a 
display (324), a communication interface (328) that a personal computer can be 
connected.
